ROWELL SAYS 


Chairman Of Royal Com- 
mission Advises No Lim-

The government released the text 
of a note from Foreign Secretary 
Eden to the Japanese foreign minis- 
ter, Koki Hirota, which reviewed 
the long series of attacks on Britons 
and declared “It is clear that steps 
hitherto taken by the Japanese 
government to prevent such attacks 
have so far failed in that purpose.”

The man in a submarg- 
inal area who needs (debt) relief 
doesn't get any.”

Already in large sections of the 
province, a system of municipal 
doctors had been introduced in an 
attempt to spread the cost of such 
services over the community on a 
taxation basis, a form of health in- 
surance itself, Dr. Uhrich said, 


OFFSET LOSSES 


Years ago, the well-to-do paid 
their doctors enough to offset losses 
in caring for the less fortunate and 
this plan worked fairly  satis- 
factorily, he said. 

With the advance of scientific 
medicine, however, accurate and 
fall diagnosis and adequate treat- 
ment had become so costly as to 
be pr-ctically unattainable to a 
large part of the population, ¢x- 
cept by charity, 

“In the case of serious illness, the 
well-to-do and the indigent are in 
a more favorable position than the 
middle class,” Attorney General T. 
C. Davis said. “The answer would 
seem to be an equitable distribu- 
tion of the costs among all the 
people and a consequent reduction 
in the overhead cost when facili- 
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ties are used to the capacity limit | 
of the facility concerned.” |

AT THE OLD GAME 

The automobile manufacturers are telling 
their tariff troubles to the tariff board. They 
complain that when they import parts from the 
United States they have to pay duty based, not 
on the actual cost of the articles, but on some 
valuation set by the customs officials in accord 
with prohibitive formulas invented by them- 
selves, The motor-men know now how the 
house-holder used to feel five or six years ago 
when he had to pay duty at fanciful valuations 
set by somebody at Ottawa with an expansive 
imagination, on everything he bought abroad 
from British textiles to early spring onions from 
Texas. 

It is to be hoped the motor-makers will win 
their point. If they do, a body blow will be 
struck at the practice of letting departmental 
officials set aside the will of parliament and in- 
ject a measure of unintended protection into the 
tariff by putting fictitious valuations on imports. 


RETIREMENT PENSIONS 

Pensions for everybody at 65 years of age, 
was a proposal put before the Rowell Commis- 
sion by the Government of Saskatchewan—to 
whom the thanks of the public are accordingly 
due. But thanks will not be forthcoming from 
all quarters, if precedent counts for anything. 
When in the past anyone has ventured to make 
this suggestion he has been accused of wanting 


to break the country, encourage shiftlessness, j 


and other things too numerous to mention. 

It may be that the passing of time, the per- 
sistence of unemployment, the continuance of 
relief rolls, and the absence of any other equally 
likely proposal for curing these evils, have modi- 
fied hostility toward the retirement pension idea, 
but that remains to be seen. Since the idea is 
thus presented to the Commission on the 
responsibility of a provincial government it can 
hardly be ignored, and will presumably be passed 
along for consideration by parliament, with or 
without the Commission's approval. This ought 
to be certain, because New Zealand is already 
moving in the direction indicated, and because 
no one has yet said what else can be done with 
the man who is 65 years old and can't get a job.

LOOKING AHEAD

TRANSPLANTING HATE

WHERE PRODUCTION LAGS 

As was the case in the 1929-1933 depression, 
the most significant thing about the present busi- 
ness reaction is the severe relapse in the produc- 
tion of durable goods. Demand for consumption 
goods, especially those of daily necessity, is sub- 
ject to but moderate fluctuations, and these varia- 
tions are largely influenced by changes in national 


purchasing power and sentiment resulting from 


rising or falling activity in durable goods. 

It has been amply demonstrated that satis- 
factory volume in consumption is not the key to 
either depression or prosperity. 

It is no accident then that the Administration 
is concentrating its hopes chiefly on the key fields 
of construction, the public utilities and the rail- 
roads. Add automobiles to these and you have 
four industries whose normal spending for ma- 
terials, labor and equipment would turn the 
present tide of deflation. Under prosperity con- 
ditions these industries account, directly and in- 
directly, for the employment of some 12,000,000 
workers and for annual total expenditures vastly 
exceeding the most lavish New Deal “pump- 
priming” that we have seen. In construction 
alone expenditures in a really good year would 
closely approach the New Deal's total annual 
budget of some $7,000,000,000. 

Because these four industries are such huge 
employers of labor and top the list of consumers 
of raw materials; because they directly or in- 
directly affect so many other industries; it is not 
too much to say that, in total economic import- 
ance, the outlook for them is virtually the out- 
look for the country—the outlook for depression 
or prosperity—The Magazine of Wall Street. 


INTEREST REDUCTION 

The western provinces hope for a cut in the 
interest charges on their bonded debt as a result 
of the investigation of the Rowell Commission. 
As previously pointed out, there would be a 
kick-back to various classes of people from such 
reduction of the interest on provincial bonds. 
The income of trust funds of all kinds would be 
affected, since they are invested largely in 
public securities. 

Insurance policy holders already see the 
effect of lower interest rates on new issues of 
Dominion and eastern provincial bonds. The 
profits on their policies are reduced, with the 
result that their premiums are increased or 
there is less accumulation of profits than they 
expected. The income of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Fund has declined, as Major C. K. 
Newcombe, chairman of the board, recently 
stated, and an increase in the contributions from 
employers, or some reduction in the compensa- 
tion rates, may have to be considered. 

All such funds would be further affected by 
reduction of the interest on western provincial 
bonds. They have already suffered from the 
arbitrary cut in the rate on Alberta bonds. Low- 
er earnings of the Winnipeg sinking fund would 
mean some increase in the annual conrtibution 
by the taxpayers. Those contributing to pen- 
sion funds would be affected in the same way. 

Thus, interest reduction would not be all 
sunshine. But the net result would be beneficial 
to the western provinces because, while some 
of their bonds are held in the West, they are 
largely held in Eastern Canada or elsewhere. 
And provinces that have suffered from quite 
abnormal conditions and have got well beyond 
their depth are as entitled to relief at the hands 
of their creditors as private corporations are. 
—Winnipeg Free Press.

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

The Italians have a saying, “If you would 
provide for your grandchildren, plant an olive 
grove.” This saying is probably based upon the 
fact that the olive tree has possibly the longest 
productive life of any tree. Olive trees have been 
known to grow for many hundreds of years, 
during which time they bore regular crops. 

This wholesome nourishing fruit has been 
treasured from ancient times by many peoples, 
including those of Greece, Spain, Italy, and 
Egypt. The oil has long been used by man both 
as a food and as a substance to be rubbed into 
the skin. In Greece, the tree held such an es- 
teemed place that victorious athletes were 
crowned with a wreath made from its branches. 
Olive leaves have also been revered as an em- 
blem of peace. 

The ordinary ripe olive contains up to 30% 
of a nourishing vegetable oil. The color of the 
olive skin varies from green to purplish to 
brownish black. The fruit is naturally very bit- 
ter, but the bitterness may be removed in several 
ways. 

As generally sold, olives are put up in two 
forms—the green and the ripe. The latter are 
to be preferred from the health standpoint as 
the green olives are not as easily digested in 
some cases. When you wish to use the green 
variety, try using them as a relish or garnish. 

A good olive has a firm meat and a bland, 
oily flavor. Usually the grading runs by size, 
the largest ones bringing the best price. 

Olives are sometimes sold in bulk, but when 
it is desired to keep them for a period of time, 
they are generally packed in glass jars or tin 
cans, this way of handling them having originat- 
ed in California where the first trees were 
planted at a mission, from which the name of 
mission olive comes. Ordinary olives should 
keep for a number of months, but those sterilized 
during canning will keep indefinitely. 

If you wish to extract some of the brine in 
which the olives have been packed, allow them 
to stand in cold water for several hours before 
eating them. 

Olives are extensively used as a salad veget- 
able. They are wholesome and combine well 
with another article of food. If you stop to con- 
sider that each person eats only a few at a time, 
you will see that the cost per serving is reason- 
ably low. 

A very tasty stuffing for roast chicken or 
turkey is made by mixing ground raisins, minced 
celery, and minced olives with Melba Toast 
crumbs. A small amount of milk may be used to 
moisten this dressing. Minced olives may also be 
used as a filling for sandwiches, providing a very 
pleasing filling. 

No article on olives is complete without men- 
tioning olive oil which is one of the most im- 
portant of the vegetable oils. The choicest variety 
comes from the first pressing and is called virgin 
oil. This is especially prized as a dressing for 
salads. 

Olive oil has also been valued over a long 
period of time as a beauty aid, being rubbed into 
the skin to make it smooth and flexible. Those 
having dry skins will find that anointing the skin 
surface with the oil will bring relief. This oil is 
also used in the manufacture of fine toilet soaps. 

Olives are valuable in the diet becaus: they 
provide the body with a goodly amount of easily 
digested oil and also because they supply the al- 
kaline-forming elements. You will find it a good 
investment to use more of them. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: S. D. inquires: “Could you give 
me some exercises to be used while working by 
one who types in an office all day?” 

ANSWER: Due to the nature .of the work, 
there are very few exercise movements which 
would be suitable. However, one thing which 
may be done is to place your paper, carbons, and 
clips in such a manner that each time you reach 
for supplies you will be forced to stretch. An- 
other good thing to do is to remember to sit 
correctly while typing. Keep the spine straight 
and adjust the chair so that the lower back is 
pressed against the support. If it is possible to do 
so, you will find it an excellent plan to stop two 
or three times during the day and take a good 
stretch, lifting the arms upward and out. How- 
ever, you will find it necessary to do your real 
exercising either at night or in the morning. A 
regular programme of exercise is especially de- 
sirable in the case of the sedentary worker. Sup- 
plement your physical culture exercises with 
brisk walking and try to make up for your un- 
natural inactivity during the week by seeking 
outdoor exercise over the week-end. 

QUESTION: J. E. P. L. asks: “I have a pain 
on the left side, near the heart, all of the time. 
Could this be caused by pleurisy, stomach gas, or 
neuralgia? Please answer through your news- 
paper column.” 

ANSWER: Any of the causes you mention 
might be the explanation of the pain.

Lord Eustace Percy, it will be re- 
called, was a Minister-at-Large in 
the Baldwin government with dut- 
ies so undefined that he resigned 
because he did not feel that he 
was fulfilling any useful function. 

Hastings is the sort of constitu- 
ency that neturally elects members 
of the aristocracy. Labor might 
have found a candidate of that class 
and so have appealed to snobbish 
but disgruntled Conservative vot- 
ers. Instead it handicapped itself 
in respect of these by nominating 
a car park attendant employed by 
the Hastings Corporation. They 
don't quite see car-p*rk attendants 
as members of Parliament at Hast- 
ings. 

Nevertheless the car-park attend- 
ant increased the Labor poll by 
nearly 2,000 votes, the Conservative | 
candidate dropping 2,500. The lat- 
ter's majority fell below that of 
Lord Eustace Percy by more than 
4,000, 

Labor never expected to capture 
Hastings. The party was quite sat-

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

A hundred years ago today an 
official proclamation was issued at 
Toronto offering a reward of £500 
for the capture of Dr. Charles Dun- 
combe, M.L.A., and a number of 
others who had participated in “re- 
bellious demonstrations” in Brant 
county and elsewhere. The doctor, 


who was a man of great eloquence 
and political power, had been in 
the Assembly from 1824 and was 
one of the few Reformers returned 
in the famous elections of 1836 
when Sir Francis Bond Head per- 
sonally canvassed for the Tories. 
Duncombe made no bones about his 
resort to arms; he gathered several 
hundred armed men at Brantford, 
and later moved them to Scotland, 
where he prepared to make a stand, 
but learning that Colonel MacNab 
was coming with a superior force 
and some artillery, decided not to 
risk lives and disbanded his force. 
He himself managed to escape to 
the States soon after his leader and 
remained there until his death, save 
for a brief period after he was par- 
doned in 1843. One feature about 
the proclamation putting a price 
upon his head and that of his col- 
leagues, was that it contained a 
proviso, “To entitle the party ap- 
prehending them to the reward he 
must be delivered to the civil 
power at Hamilton, London, Nia- 
gara or Toronto.” Some of the re- 
wards were paid and the offenders 
included among those who were 
transported to Van Dieman's Land.

South Seas. “If we could get the 
price of vegetable oil up, then

“Whereas the alarming increase in 
{importation of foreign vegetable 
| Oils is becoming a serious menace 
| to animal fat producers in Canada;

been taken by the United States 
government to safeguard its fat- 
producers against a.similar men- 
ace; therefore, be it resolved that 
we members present go on record 
endorsing the application made be- 
fore the Canadian Tariff Board in 
1936 by the National Dairy Council 
of Canada and its associates with 
respect to the importation of veg- 
letable oils and foreign fats, and 
that a copy of this resolution be 
sent to the federal minister of agri- 
culture, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, to the 
provincial 
Hon. D. B. Mullen, and to the pres-

“I have taken it upon myself to 
clean the two provincial farms of 
tuberculosis, and as long as I am 
minister of this important depart- 
ment I am not going to tell you 
how to keep your herds clean and 
then not practise those methods 
myself,” Mr, Mullen concluded.

John F. Brown Tells Com-. 
mission He Enlarged 
Mine Production 


Denial that he was employed 
to put Beverly Limited into 
bankruptcy was made by John 
F. Brown, mine pit boss, before 
the Royal Commission enquiring 
into the present financial affairs 
of Beverly town. He was em- 
ployed to step up production and 
had brought the mine from a 
small enterprise when he took 
over in November, 1932, to a 
mine with a 500-ton a day cap- 
acity in January, 1933. 

Mr. Brown stated he did not 
know E. I, Clarke, purchaser of 
Beverly Limited assets, when he 
was engaged, and that he had been 
hired after a lengthy conference 
with P. J. Rowe, M.P. for Atha- 
basca, and former president of 
Beverly Limited, W. W. Clevely, 
and T, B. Lawton, directors 

They had offered him the pit- 
boss job at a salary of $200 month- 


ly and had placed no limit on ex- 


penditures to push mine develop- 
ment to cope with coal orders on 
hand. He said that at no time were 
the expenditures questioned by the 
management 

CARRIED OUT WORK 

The witness said he knew noth- 
ing of the financial standing of the 
company. He had been engaged to 
push coal production and he car- 
ried out that work. 

When he took over the job, 
stated Mr. Brown, the miner- 
shareholders carried out his in- 
structions, but there was some re- 


sentment shown to his being 
taken into the mine. 
Mr. Brown stated that the north- 


area had been aban- 
doned after he took charge, be- 
cause he considered that, with the 
heavy overburden of water bearing 
gravel, this section of the mine 
should be the last to be worked 
He also stated that pillars were left 
Standing as mining progressed be- 
cause of overburden pressure on 
the roof. Some of these pillars 
| were being taken out in current 
| mining operations, he stated 

He denied charges of fevoritism 
|} to workers, and also that he had 
fired miner-shareholders. 


BOUGHT AS NEEDED 

Denial that too much timber had 
been purchased when he took over 
the mine boss job was made by the 
witness, who said timber was 
bought as it was needed. There 
was considerable work to be done 
to cope with extraction of coal 
through development. The leads 
had to be brushed to permit use of 
horses to get the coal out, the mine 
shaft had to be boxed in, the air 
line repaired, new coal cars con-

COUNTLESS METHODS 
“But today science has placed at 
the disposal of the physician in- 
numerable aids to more _ perfect 
diagnosis and countless methods) 
for more efficient treatment of dis-| 
ease, | 
“The public demands the fruits | 
of our great scientific advance 
but they find these fruits cannot 
be brought to the bedside of their 
families at reasonable cost. Thus 
we realize that we have not been 
able to secure efficient economic 
management over the distribu. 
tion of these blessings. And now 
we realize rather acutcly that the 
responsibility of this efficient 
economic management has not 
been acccpted in any quarter.” 
Dr. Leggett advocated health in- 


surance as a means of protection; 
against ill health and its cost. 
DIFFERENCES 

“Let us not confuse health in- 
surance with state medicine,” he 
said. “State medicine is paid for 


by the state. Health insurance is 
paid for by the individual with the 
state as a lesser partner. State 


medicine is administered by the 
state. Health insurance is admin- 
istered by the individual through 


an independent corporate body. 

“With state medicine that con- 
fidential relaticnship between 
the patient and his physician is 
in danger of violation. With 
health insurance that confiden- 
tial relationship is held sacred 
and inviolate. 

“We have state medicine in one 
of the provinces—Saskatchewan. I 
saw it in operation, Fortunately it 
is confined to a small area. It is a, 
sorry condition.”

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 16.— The 
agriculture ministry estimated Wed- 
nesday 1937-38 Argentine wheat 
production will total 5,225,000 
metric tons, a drop of 23 per cent 
below 6,782,000 tons in the previous 
year and 17 per cent below the 
1932-35 average of 6,305,000 tons. 

The decline was due to a combin- 
ation of drought in the early part 
of the season, and locusts and 
frosts. 

The ministry estimated the lin- 
seed crop at 1,585,000 tons, or 18 
per cent under the 1936-37 crop, 
and eight per cent under the 1932-37 
average, 

The crop estimates had been eag- 
erly awaited by the grain trade 
and business, generally owing to 
controversial opinions as to the ex- 
tent of damage of the November 
frosts. The estimates indicated the 
damage was not sufficiently serious 
to hamper general Argentine busi- 
ness. 

The oats crop is estimated at 
710,000 tons, or 12 per cent under 
the 1932-37 average, barley, 540,000 
tons, or 18 per cent under the five- 
year average; and rye, 115,000 tons, 
or 53 per cent under the five-year 
average.
